Employment  of  Soldiers  under  Colonial 
Gov'ernments. 

1.  Soldiers  will  not  be  emplo3'ed  under  Colonial 
Governments  without  the  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of 
State.  Applications  for  such  sanction  will  show — (a.) 
What  is  the  nature  of  the  employment  for  which  the 
soldier’s  services  arc  required;  and  (b  ) What  is  the 
expected  duration  of  such  employment. 

2.  The  conditions  under  which  the  soldier’s  em- 
ployment can  be  sanctioned  will  be  determined  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  according  to  the  circumstances  of 
each  case. 

3.  In  case  of  pressing  necessity  the  General  or 
other  Officer  Commanding  at  a foreign  station  may 
sanction  a soldier’s  employment  provisionally',  pend- 
ing the  result  of  an  application  to  the  Secretary  of 
State.  Soldiers  while  so  employed  will  cease  to  draw 
pay  from  army  funds,  signing  an  undertaking  to  that 
effect,  and  will  have  no  claim  to  army  allowances.
